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During the week ending the 29th Maroh, 1947 in British 
India (excluding North-West Fro itiur Province) and in the 
Indian States shown in this statement, the total number of 
deaths recorded in 215 towns having a population of 30,000 
and over was 8,826. The mid-year estimated population of 
these towns was 23,460,439 and the death rate was 19-6 per 
thousand of the population. Births in the same towns num- 
bered 13,282 giving a birth rate of 29-4 per thousand of the 
population. In British India alone the corresponding birth 
and death rates were 29-6 and 19 7 per thousand of the 
population respectively. 

(A) British India : — The following towns in British 
India returned a h'gh death rate of 50 or over per thousand 
of tbo population. 

Benares ( 67-7 ) ; Ambala ( 53‘2 ) and Nellore ( 52‘9 ) 

The high d’ ath rate in Benares was mainly due to deaths 
from fevers- Thoro wore a co isiderable number of deaths 
from plague. In the Ambala the largest number of death 
wore recroded under plague. The high d ath rate Nollore does 
not app mr to have been duo to any of the specified disease. 

In 195 towns in British India, there wore 50 deaths from 
oholera, 84 deaths from smallpox and 138 deaths from plague.
